NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

Interallied War Conference in 
Paris Opens With Russia 
the Big Topic. 

LENINE DEALS WITH BOCHES 


Germans Accept Bolshevik! Proposal 
of Armistice — Signs of Collapse of 
Radical "Government" — Ital- 
ian Criais Considered Over 
— Supreme War Coun- 
cil for United States. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The great Interallied war conference 
opened In Burls on Thursday and the 
world is Justified In expecting momen- 
tous results from it. though they may 
not he liuuiediately evident. 

AHide from the question of unified 
control of the war, one of the most 
important matters considered hy the 
conference, of course, was the Russian 
situation. This was rapidly moving 
to a climax, for during the week the 
representatives of the holsheviki gov- 
ernment crossed over to the German 
side and made their proposition of an 
Hrmlstice on all fronts of- the belliger- 
ent countries. Since this plan coin- 
cides with Germany’s desires nnd 
doubtless was inspired hy her. the 
German authorities aeeepted the sug- 
gestion and set December 2 for a con- 
ference on the subject. Meanwhile 
members of the Germnn general staff 
were In I'etrograd advising Lenlne and 
Trotzky. 

The conference In Paris took under 
consideration tin* Issuance of a “rea- 
soned statement for the guidance and 
warning of the Russians as to the 
serious results that are likely to fol- 
low If a separate pence Is concluded." 
to quote the conservative language of 
!,nrd Robert Cecil. This means noth- 
ing less than that the Petrogrnd rad- 
icals. and Russia If they are aide to 
Impose their will on the country, will 
he recognized as enemies of the nllled 
nations. The ambassadors of the ul- 
lles ami of the United States were 
«nid to he waiting for the meeting of' 
Jhe Russian constituent assembly, 
elections for \\ 111 oil were held lust 
week though the results were not 
known at the time of writing. 

Hope in Southeastern Russia. 

There are growing Indications Hint, 
when the froth and spume of the pres- 
ent bolshevik! revolution III Russia 
have blown uwuy, the original revolu- 
tionists of last March, men like Mil- 
youkoff, who liuve brains and experi- 
ence as well as ideals, will come to 
the surface again und regain u control 
that may save t heir distracted coun- 
try from the talons of the Prussian 
eagle. 

The beginning of the end for lenlne 
was reported to huve collie on Friday, 
when, aceordlug to dispatches from 
Petrogrnd. his cabinet was succeeded 
by a coalition ministry of advanced 
Socialists und other factious, with the 
Bolshevik! In the minority. 

Despite tlm fact that the second and 
fifth armies last week guve their ad- 
herence to the Holsheviki "govern- 
ment," l.euiue und Trotzky huve 
»howu n<> slightest evidence of 
their ability to rule Russia, aqd 
whether or not tlu-y lie knowingly 
agents of Germany, their actions ure 
all for the beuellt of the central pow- 
ers. If the armistice they ask for 
were followed hy the kind of peuce 
'.hey advocate, Russia would lie open 
to German) as a ripe ticld for uierel- 
iess exploitation and the Geriuaua 
would gain infinitely more thgu they 
;>oaslbly would lose in western Ku- 
rope. 

The hopefulness 111 the situation lies 
fur away from Petrograd. A great or- 
ganization known as the Southeastern 
uulou bus been formed, embracing the 
Don territory, most of Little Russia, 
the lower Volga region and Turkestuu. 
This is the greut grain-growing part of 
Russia, the territory that feeds the 
rest, and steps are being takeu to add 
to the uulou (he eoru- producing pari 
of Siberiu. In all this territory, rough- 
ly speaking. General Kutedlues. hel- 
ium of the Cossacks, Is tu control, and 
tie, in turn, is controlled by leaders 


who have not yielded to the dtctntlon 
of Lenlne nnd Ills holshovlklsts. More- 
over. the Immense gold reserve of the 
Russian empire, which xvus removed 
from Petrograd to the Kremlin In lfllH, 
has been taken still further Into the 
Interior and Is out of the reach of the 
maximalists. Whether Kaledlnea and 
the Cossncks will chose to support the 
social democrats or will aid In a res- 
toration of the monarchy Is not clear. 
But sane friends of order, democracy 
and freedom feel that anything would 
he better than the reign of anarchy 
and civil war that threatens Russia 
now. 

The soldiers who remain at the 
front are wailing bitterly because of 
the shortage of food, and there is u 
fine prospect of hundreds of thousands 
of these fighting men turning back in- 
to their country half-starved and 
ready to pillage and ravage it without 
restraint. 

Italy's Danger Lessensd. 

The heroic Italian troops having 
demonstrated their ability to hold back J 
about four times as many Teutons 
along the Piave front, the fears of a 
more extended Invasion of Italy and 
of the capture of Venice are lessening. 
During the week great numbers of re- 
enforcements arrived from the British 
and French armies on the west front, 
many of them having marched eight 
days through the mountains. They 
brought with them ample artillery and 
supplies. Italian reserves In great 
masses, young, well-equipped and full 
of spirit, also moved north to relieve 
those who have been combating the 
Invaders, and in some places the Ital- 
ians took the offensive. The fighting, 
especially between the Piave nnd the 
Itreutn, continued fierce and unabated 
throughout the week, tuid the Tomes 
on both sides were heavy, but tbe^n- 
tro-Genmins made no further fflna. 
Down toward the Adriatic they made 
repeated attempts to crotfs the river 
und the Hooded lands in imninniis, but 
were completely routed by the Italian 
artillery. As the week closed the situ- 
ation in Italy was still serious, but Im- 
proving each day. 

Gen. F. B. Maurice, chief director 
of military operations in the British 
war office, was especially well satis- 
fied with (he week's developments In 
Italy. From the fuct that Germuny 
hud not brought up vast re-enforce- 
ments to follow up the Initial success 
with a decisive blow, he concluded 
that Germany was unable to send 
them. It Is now time, he deduced, 
to sa.v definitely that the crisis In 
Italy has passed, this being due en- 
tirely to the efforts of the Itullun 
army. "Anglo-French troops are uow 
available In sufficient quantities to 
satisfy us that the sltuution is se- 
cure." he concluded. 

Hard Fighting Around Cambrai. 

The war has seen no more desperate 
fighting than luis followed on the heels 
of General Byug's sensational thrust 
toward Caiuhrui. Crown Prince Rup- 
preeht seemed determined not to let 
that city fall Into the hands of the 
liritlsh, or at least to muke It n costly 
prize, und his constantly re-enforced 
troops were sent ugainst the British 
iu Hour Ion wood uguln and again uud 
III the village of* Fontaine, which 
elm aged hands several times. B.vug’s 
men held on teuuclously und usually 
had the best of It ill the hund-to-huiid 
lighting as well ns In Hie artillery com- 
bats, uud tlic tanks continued to play 
tlielr part. 'fbese monsters often 
cleared the way for the I a fun try, und 
iu at leust one lusiaiice, wtien they 
were themselves held up by superior 
forces, the British airmen, dying dar- 
ingly low. routed the enemy with mu- 
cliiue gun tire and permitted the tuuks 
to go on. Altogether, It bus been the 
most spoctaculur buttle of the war. uud 
it bus cost the Germans a great uiuuy 
of (heir best uieu. 

General Byug lust week seemed to 
be emieuvoring to breuk through to the 
oortb of Cumbrui. u movement that 
probably would compel the enemy to 
full buck ou a wide front. Cumbrai It- 
self seems doomed to destruction. 

General Pershing lust week sent 
over bis second disunity list. It gave 
(be names of two privates who were 
killed iu (lie treuebes by Genuuu ar- 
tillery tire und of live severely 
wounded. 

U. S. Supreme War Council. 

While urgently utilising upon our 
allies more unified ucliuu iu the prose- 
cution of the war. the uduiinmir.it mu 
IS not overlooking the need for sillillai 
co-ordinated effort ul borne. Ou Tues- 
day u greut step toward ceuirulized 
control of all the country * resources

was taken In the appointment of n su- 
perior war council through which ull 
the war activities of the government 
will lie enabled to work together. This 
council Is made up of the members of 
the council of tintionnl defense — Secre- 
taries Baker. Daniels, Lane, Houston. 
Rcdtield and Wilson — Secretary Me- 
Atioo, Chiilrinnn Hurley of the ship- 
ping board, Food Administrator Hoov- 
er. Fqel Administrator Garfield and 
Chairman Willard of the war Indus- 
tries board. Director Gifford of the 
council of tintionnl defense will sit 
with this superior council, und Presi- 
dent Wilson will meet with It when- 
ever he thinks it advisable. 

The government Is making a deter- 
mined effort to settle the troubles of 
the railways and Its own problems in 
the matter of transportation, and Just 
now the plan of a railroad pool for all 
lines east of Chicago is being tried out. 
If this is not successful. It Is predict- 
ed. the government may take over the 
operation of all American railways. 

President Wilson proclaimed a new 
enihurgo on the Importation of many 
articles that are essentials of muni- 
tions of war, without the express per- 
mission of the government. This will 
operate to conserve American tonnage 
for war purposes nnd to facilitate the 
Importation of raw materials and oth- 
er supplies necessary in the manufac- 
ture of munitions. This assumption 
of control over Imports, provided for 
in the embnrgo net. gives the govern- 
ment n powerful weapon for the eco- 
nomic war on Germany nnd enn he 
directed also against neutral traders 
suspected of supplying the central 
powers with American goods. 

President Wilson on Monday ap- 
proved n recommendation of Mr. 
IltWiiver reducing the alcoholic content 
of beer to 3 per cent nnd reducing the 
amount of grain used by brewers to 
nhtiut ID per cent of the volume hither- 
to consumed. Prohibition of all brew- 
ing. the administration believes, would 
divert tipplers from the comparatively 
harmless beer to the consumption of 
whisky, brandy and gin, of which there 
is In the country enough to last seve- 
ernl years. 

No War on Austria Yet. 

Vigorous enforcement of the orders 
restricting enemy aliens made things 
rather lively lust week for Germun 
residents, especially of the large cities. 
But the hope that the administration 
would make easier the checking of es- 
pionage by having congress declare 
war on Austria went glimmering. For 
rousotis which could not lie made pub- 
lic, President Wilson and Ids cabinet 
agreed that no declaration against the 
dual monarchy should be made unless 
it commits some further especially 
hostile acts. The president pointed out 
the fact that tile enemy alien law could 
be amended to include the subjects of 
countries allied with Germany, as was 
done In (lie trading with the enemy 
act. und Attorney General Gregory at 
once began the preparation of such au 
amendment. 

Vatican Replies to Critics. 

Unusually bold criticism of the 
course of the Vuticnii by a number of 
papers, und assertions that the pope 
had been fostering the cuuse of Aus- 
tria. had been fur from neutral und 
should lie culled oil to make Ills posi- 
tion clear, brought forth indignant de- 
nial from Cardinal Gasparrl, papal 
secretary of state. Suld he: “To say 
that Ids holiness favors, or lias fa- 
vored. or will favor an unjust, un- 
christian. and unendurable peace is 
not only false hut ulsu absurd. Any 
propaganda for such a peace, alleged 
to be conducted ut the Vatican's In- 
spiration. especially In certain tuitions. 
Is the product of pure maliciousness." 

He asserted that the disruptive 
propaganda that hegau to uffect the 
morale of the Itullun army could not 
he laid ut the doors of the Vatican, 
and tliut “the shoulders on which 
rests tiie rcs|Minslbillty for the re- 
verses are well-known, a responsibility 
which certainly does not touch Cath- 
olics, the clergy and least of all the 
august person of the sovereign pon- 
tiff.” 

Ills eminence made no reference to 
the Sinn Fein rebellion in Ireland. 

One of the first matters taken up by 
the interallied conference iu i'aris was 
the need of speedy dlploumtic union 
iu regard to Switzerluud, where Ger- 
man intrigue is Imperiling the ueu- 
trnlity of the country uud gaining eco- 
nomical domination through control of 
the Swiss railways. The Swiss federal 
council Is tiecouiiug uuxious over Ger- 
man m iliary movements ou the frou 
tier.

Ehe true virtue of the low, gable- 
roofed bungalow, as fnr as appear- 
ance la concerned, obtains when there 
Is no restriction placed upon the de- 
signer aa to the apace on the ground 
which may be used. It la fundamental 
that this type of bungalow Bhould 
have an appearnnee of freedom. The 
I design, In Its most radical form, may 
even be carried almost to the point 
where the building might be culled 
‘‘rambling, " without seeming to vio- 
late the possible characteristics of this 
style. 

Nuturally, the type of house which 
occupies a large ground area with re- 
spect to the total floor area provided 
Is not the most economical type, of 
houses to build, either with respect to 
materlnls or land. The man who 
builds such a house must be willing to 
spend an appreciable proportion of his 
Investment In obtaining just the ap- 
pearance which is desired. In the low, 
expanded, gable-roof bungalow, the In- 
crease In ground area represents an 
Increase In cost of the roof which Is 
considerably more than the cost of 
adding a second floor to a smaller 
building to obtain the same added 
floor space. There is a certain amount 
of the roof cost which must be spent 
more or less solely for decoration and 
the proportion between this cost for 
decoration uud the total roof cost Is 
ordinarily Increased aa the area to be 


A bungalow III shown In tha te- 
companylng perspective view, the plan 
of which calls for a building 42 feet 
by 43 feet 6 Inches. This site ap- 
proaches very near the limit for a 
square building of this type. There 
are several features which are Inter- 
esting, both In the exterior nppenrance 
and Interior arrangement. The build- 
ing Is beautiful from the outside. It 
Is a modern stucco design with heavy 
structural timbers and brackets show- 
ing. The construction funning the 
supporting structure of the overhnng- 
Ing pnrt of the roof above the front 
porch is novel.

"If people understood what the hoy 
scout movement means In training 
hoys to heroic service amt making big, 
useful men of them, they would quick- 
ly rally to Its support," said Mrs. A. 

ltluckiill, a visitor in Seattle and 
formerly vice president of the Wom- 
an's Liberal league. 11 political organi- 
zation of West Australia. 

“M.v husband and I were In Knglaml 
when the war broke out, and every hoy 
scout was called Into service by the 
Itrltish government to guard the rail- 
roads and public buildings and per- 
form various other patriotic services. 
The deeds of heroism by l*oy scouts 
which we personally witnessed made 
me a lifeline advocate of boy scout 
work. 

“Shortly after the war begnn, we, 
with hundreds of others, were on a 
train gplug front London to a Channel 
port, when the train came to a sudden 
stop. The engine lmd stopped within a 
foot or two of a hoy scout guard, who, 
finding u boulder on the truck too Inrge 
for him to move, hnd placed himself 
on the track before the oncoming train, 
signaling It to stop. He held his ground, 
and his life would have been sacrificed 
had not the engineer succeeded lu stop- 
ping the train In time. Ills heroism 
saved many lives and the demonstra- 
tion those hundreds of passengers gave 
him Is beyond description. 

"Another boy scout, guarding an en- 
trance of a government building In 
London, with Instructions to admit no 
one, was approached by a spy, who 
threatened to shoot the hoy If he did 
not allow him to pass. The unarmed 
hoy scout refused to violate hla trust 
and was shot through the henrt hy the 
spy. The shot attracted attention and 
the murderer was captured. 

“These are but two of many Inci- 
dents pf hoy scout heroism in the Brit- 
ish Isles, and n movement which Incul- 
cates such patriotism und heroism in 
the hearts of hoys is worthy of mi- 
stinted support." 


SCOUTS AID THE SOLDIERS.

Sermon delivered at the Old South Church, South Weymouth, Mass., 
November 25, 191 7, bg Rev. Henry C. Alvord, Pastor 


1 Peter 4:10 — “As every hsui hatl^ received the Rift, even so 
minister the same one to another, as wood stewards of the manl. 
fold grace of God.” 

In the earlier part of this Epistle of Peter, we And him speak- 
ing an exalted message of Gospel truth, reminding the Christian 
believers that they are "redeemed, not with corruptible things as 
silver and gold... ... .but with Lite precious blood of Christ." The 

great starting point of the Christian life is the cross of Jesus 
Christ. May the crosia ever be exalted In our vision! 

And in the earlier part of this chapter, we find the apostle 
siaying, "Forasmuch as Christ hath suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same mind.” 

Then at the text, he speaks out in earnest exhortation,: “As 
every man hath received the gift, even so minister the same to , 
one another, as good stewards of the manifold grace of God.” , 

'Jlesus Christ was the good, the perfect steward of the mani- 
fold grace of God. The disciples of Jesus Christ are likewise, in 
important measure, entrusted with the gift; let them arm them- 
selves with the same mind; let them hear and heed the call to 
minister the same one to another; let them be object lessons of 
good stewards of the manifold grace of God. 

The epistles of Paul and Peter are Interesting examples of the 
vital mixing of gospel truth and practical living of the Christian 
life. 

Starting thus, as I have with the reminder of gospel truth, I 
feel led this morning the more to talk with you especially concern- 
ing some practical applications of Peter’s exhortation. 

OURS THEN IS A STEWARDSHIP 

"As good stewards of the manifoHLffrace of God, minister one 
to another.” 

Good stewards! Ours then is a stewardship! What is a 
steward? It is a term, as you kftow, taken from the personal 
sphere of material affairs. Originally, we are told, the steward 
was “a household officer on a lord's eivtate. having charge of the 
cattle; later, a head manager in the administration of a manor or 
estate" and then, in general, "a man employed in a large family, - 
or on a large estate to arrange the dfgteetic concerns, supervise 
servants, collect rents or lnco-me, keek. accounts, etc.,” or "one 
who actively directs affairs.” 

The term easily lends Itself to fl&jfatlve use. So we use 
the term tiguratively m many apltereS^ ^n ic aO a fct -wlta 'Peter's use 
of it. We apply it to our practical Christian life. In different 
ways and degrees we are managers for our Master, managers of 
that entrusted to us. 

The Lord help us to be good managers of what we have re- 
ceived in His name, and for the interests of Hig Kingdom and for 
the real welfare of the people with whom He has placed us.

I am blinking somewhat especially of these two churches, the 
Old South and the Union Churches, and tjieir plans and work for 
the next few months, and. I may frankly say, for the time beyond. 

I am speaking tills morning,, of course, to the Old 
South people, while in large measure we are by ourselves. I 
think I had better refer rather directly to the present situation, 
and then, as the Lord. I trust, shall lead me. speak some words 
of suggestion. 

First then as to the situation. This Church — the Old South — 
was the original church of South Weymouth, beiug founded one 
hundred apd ninety-four years ago. and togrard a century after the 
First Church of Weymouth, located at Weymouth Heights. For 
one hundred and nineteen years It was practically the only or- 
ganized church in South Weymouth. About ‘seventy-five years 
•ago a certain part of the members of this church withdrew, 
and formed another church, which is now known a« Union Church. 
The causes then leading to the separation have long Bince disap- 
peared. and become inoperative ag present motives. Not strangely 
in the separate development of the two churches, somewhat dif- 
ferent tendencies and shades of development have variously at 
different times become apparent. There have been some definite 
movements started at various times looking to their reunion. The 
fact has been sometimes quoted thpt it is easier to make two 
churches of one. than to make one church of two. In passing. I 
would only say that I feel that, whether the action of the Old South 
in it* hesitancy hitherto toward reunion has been actually well 
grounded or not — that is not the question now — I feel that it has 
been sincere in seeking to follow the Lord's leading, as it under- 
stood it in the definite and tjetailed circumstances of the times in 
question. 

THE DEMAND FOR COOPERATION 

The war lias come! The war. stupendous in its magnitude, and 
involving tremendous demands upon the ordtnarv'elements related 
to Hiving. On the one hand, need has greatly developed abroad.

and for various reasons, supply has been hindered at home. Not- 
ably — and we had impressive reminder here last Sunday evening 
in the addross of Miss McLaren — notably the awful massacres and 
cruelties inflict ed in Turkey upon the Armenians have created a 
sphere of rifced that Is far beyond our realization and which calls 
for American relief in unceasingly imperative term®. 

The vrar is a huge fact of grim demand In the co-operation it 
involves, and In the teats it applies. Thus we have been brought 
to the present aituntion — two churches of the same denomination, 
of dseentlally similar, outlook, custom^ of worship, location, and 
kind of constituency — these two churches, of original unity of life, 
and of present oneness in the patriotic sense of the demands of 
the hour for the welfare of mankind. 

And surely, the officers and member.* of these two churches 
are stewards*— the lord’s stewards in the management of the man- 
ifold grace of God, entrusted in various form to these churches. 

UNITED SERVICES FOR TH.E WINTER 

On the initial suggestion of the pastor of the Union church 
this situation has been lonsidered. In various places churches 
have united their services for the winter, and the saving of ex- 
pense thereby is planned to be given in the name of the uniting 
churches (o the Armenian Sufferers, or similar need. 

A Joint committee consisting essentially of the official boards 
of the two churches held recently an evening’s conference, char- 
acterized by a fraternal and harmonious spirit. The willingness . 
of the Union Church people to leuve their building and unite their 
services with those of the Old South was definitely indicated. All 
felt the urgent call for foreign relief, and a spirit of desire to co- 
operate was dominant. The unanimous conclusion of the confer- 
ence was that such a merger of services for a few months, to the 
first of May. would he wise. Steps have been taken to secure of- 
ficial meetings of the two churches separately. 

Our meeting was held last Thursday evening, and while the 
weather was unfavorable, and the streets unlighted mainly, and 
the attendance not large numerically, yet I am sure the attendance * 
was really representative of our membership. 

THE VOTE UNANIMOUS 

A full report was made of the conference from the secretary’s 
minutes, and from the additional statements of our committee. On 
open and full consideration, it was voted, with no opposing vote, 
so far as I could see. to accept the report. 'and adopt the definite 
recommendations. These recommendations included the following 
points: 

That the two churches unite in joint services this winter, the 
conduct of the services and the atfangenient* for the Communion 
services to be left in the hands of the two pastors. The Music to 
be arranged by the Music Committee of Union Church, the Choris- 
ter of this Church and Mr. ^ E. Loud. Both churches to continue 
their own financial affairs separately, the loose change to be divid- 
ed equally between the two churches. The O. E. Societies to be 
merged and to continue the Old South plan of work for the win- 
ter. The Ladies’ Societies t^ remain independent. The Missionary 
Societies to remain independent, hut have union meetings if de- 
sired. The Superintendent of Old South Sunday School to con- 
tinue, Mr. Robinson co-operating. Details of Sunday School work 
to be arranged by a Joint committee bf pastors, officers and teach- 
ers. The union services to begin Dec. 2„ and to continue through 
April. In line with the assurance by the Union Church pastor and 
committee of the willingness to have the services hero, that wma ^ 
understood to be the recognized nlan. At the maptlng af4hle 
Church Thursday night, following the Tormal aaOjuIOn ot the re- 
port...^ definite invitation was cordially voted to the Union Church i 
and people to come aud hold services witli us here for the next 
five months. - 

The meeting of the Union Church to act upon our invitation 
is called for today, following the morning service. Tin* cordial ac- 
ceptance of our invitaton may be safely assumed. ’ 

In t.liis connection it mav be noted for record that our Church 
has Invited the Union Church to Join will us in a Thanksgiving 
Service to be held in our renovated church auditorium on Wednes- 
day evening of this week, and Rev. Ora A. Price, the pastor of 
Union Church, on my request, lias kindly consented to preach the 
sermon., the choirs of the two churches also uniting. « 

CORDIAL. COURTEOUS,, CHRISTIAN HOSJMTAiLlTY 

Now, as to the winter services shall we not most heartily ac- 
cept our position of stewards, be til# good steward* of the privilege 
v.-e. have of a most cordial, courteous Christian hospitality in the 
fraternal fellowshin of sister churches of our Lord Jesus Christ? 

There will be details of arrangement to make to some extent. 

Some unaccustomed condition-, perhaps of seating and other mat- 
ters, may be involved, but shall we not. everyone., feel that all we 
have and are belongs to the Lord. and. then, in loving devoted 
spirit seek to be good stewards of the manifold grace of God. V 

THE QUESTION OF PERMANENT RELATIONS 

Considering the matter of winter services and seeking frank- 
ly to note tome present conditions, as, on the whole it may not 
be inadvisable to do, I would refer briefly to the larger question, 
which, doubtless is in the background in our thoughts now, and,* 
in all probability, will come more into the foreground at the end 
of the winter — It is the long-standing question of the permanent 
organic relation of Old South Church and Union Church. The 
movements looking toward reunion have not hitherto, in the de- 
tailed circumstances, become effective to that end. Some fifteen 
years have now passed since the la -t definite movement was made. 

I am seeking to note actual conditions this morning. With 
this plan for the winter, two tilings suggest thought. One is that, 
.actually or practically at the same time, the pastor of the Union 
Church, presumably representing at least much sentiment in his 
thurch, though not speaking by formal authority of his church, 
lias submitted to me and io some of our officials a proposed plan for 
more permanent federation or reunion, not asking for any definite

To mnke pud- 
ding sauces melt them In 
n little grape Juice If the 
sauce Is to be served with a fig or 
plum pudding, a little vanllln If used 
with prune or date or with ginger- 
hrend. 

C^enm pie, chocolnte pie or custnrd 
Is made quite elegant by decorating 
the top with quartered or whole marsh- 
mallows Just before plotting on the 
meringue. 

An apple pie mnde of thickened 
apple sauce covered with mnrshmnl- 
lows Instead of a meringue Is both 
delicious and pleasing to the eye. The 
pie should he set in the oven to puff 
and brown the mallows before serving.

Corn Chowder. — Ti ke an inch thick 
slice of fat salt pork, nnd one small 
onion, one and a half cupfuls of corn, 
one and a fourth cupfuls of sliced po- 
tatoes, a fourth' of a teaspoonful of 
pepper, one and a half cupfuls of hot 
milk, two tnhlesiKionfuls of butter and 
a teaspoonful of salt. Cut the pork 
fit hits and cook ill a frying pun until 
brown and all the fat is tried out, 
add the onion and cook it until yel- 
low. Pour boiling wnter over the po- 
tatoes and cook five minutes, then 
drain. Pour a cupful nnd a half of 
boiling water on the onion nnd pork 
and simmer 20 minutes, strain this 
wnter over the potutoes and cook until 
ihey are nearly done, then add the 
corn, milk and butter with seasoning. 
Serve very hot with crackers that have 
been soaked in holllug wnter. then add- 
ed to the chowder. Codfish may be 
used In place of the corn, or in fact 
any fresh cooked fish. 

Graham Cracker Cake. — Take one 
and a fourth cupfuls of sugar, one 
und a half cupfuls of sour milk, two 
tnhlespoonfuls of butter, two eggs, a 
teuspoonful of salt and the same of 
sodu, with 82 graham crackers rolled 
very fine. Mix and bake In two lay- 
ers. Use lemon filling. 

Chicken Croquettes.— Make nice, 
shapely cukes of well-seasoned 
mushed potato, cook until brown In 
hot fat. Remove to u hot platter, 
iuuke a deep depression In each, fill 
with hot minced and well seasoned 
chicken, sprinkle with buttered bread 
crumbs or rlced egg yolks for s gar- 
nish. 

Boiled rice with tomato, chopped 
green pepper, a little onion added to 
a very small amount of meat, will 
make a most filling main dish. Hake 
in the oven until thoroughly heated 
through. 

Croamtd Potatoos. — The very best 
creamed potatoes are prepared from 
the freshly cooked vegetable. Cut the 
(lotatoes In cubes and cook In boiling 
salted water. While they ure cooking 
prepare a rich white sauce, using four 
tablespoonfula of butter and four of 
Hour, cook until thick, then add u pint 
of milk, the richer the milk the better, 
the white sauce, season well, then stir 
In the well-drained potatoes, piping 
hot. Grated cheese or oulou juice muy 
be added if desired. Mixing Hie hot 
potutoes in the seasoned sauce, they 
are better seasoned than the cold po- 
tatoea will be when added.

reply, but to bo used as material for prayerful thought. This pro- 
posal suggest*, in outline and substantial provision that the Old 
South corporation and membership be retained «s at present; 
that all members of Union Church, who consent with that Church, 
to be transferred, be accepted by the Old South Church ag mem- 
bers In full standing on the certification of the clerk of the Union 
Church; that Union Church as a church be disbanded or discon- 
tinued; and that all church societies be merged or new societies 
be created as needs of the larger work demand. 

Further that the Old South building be used distinctly for 
purposes of worship; that Union Church be reincorporated and 
continued as a Union _ Congregational Society, the full or primary 
membership of which 'should be composed of all the members as 

resulting from the union, of the two churches, other contributors 

becoming associated members if desired, the two corporations 
working side by side, primary membership being identical. That 
the Union Church building be used for Religious* Educational and 
Community Center and Young Peoples' Work; the present pastors 
to be retained and act in associate charge of the work; 
that nothing be undertaken without majority agreement on 
the part of the present membership of both Churches; 

and that the present status, faith, and polity of the Old 
South Church be accepted by the members from the Union 

Church. Agreement to sink all personal Interests, If any, In the 
one great Kingdom Interest of our one Lord. Agreement to seek 
to presence everything of great historic value and worth, all that 
*s dear lid precious wrapped up In the traditions and life of the 
Old South Church, and add to It the potential factors and pos- 
sibilities involved in making over the Union Building for related 
religious tend social activities. The result of such a merger, as 
you may well see. would oe a dual organization of the present 
Christian forces of the two churches, aiming to preserve all that 
is vital and essential in both churches, and undertaking to put to 
larger Christian service the two buildings, and the future as well 
as present resources of the churches. 

WHY SHOULD UNION CHURCH GO BACK? 

Further, with this plan suggested now for thought, a 'second 
element touching union is the anticipated question morally sure to 
•arise next spring: Why should Upion Church go back to their 
building and separate life? 

Now it is well to notice carefully that this plan is niot Ihe of- 
ficial proposal of the Union Church though it does represent the 
essential thought of its pastor and more or less, it may or may 
not be all, of its officers and members — no general canvass has been 
made. It li^nlso recognized by the pastor of Union Church that at 
some points it should be further considered, made clear and re- 
stated. The plan, if found wise in essence, is open to various modi- 
fications, if deemed desirable, but at any rate a definite question 
of reunion has been essentially brought to our attention. Thus 
the whole situation is 'such that I have thought it best to lay it 
frankly before you all. and let you all see Just how the matter 
stands, and then speak any words of counsel that the Lord may 
give me. 

We are not asked or expected, nor would it be wise to formu- 
late any speedy decision. No formal authorized proposition has 
"been made. Any superficial, ill-considered, hasty action is surely 
deprecated by all concerned. But in a real sense the question is 
before us by the logic of events, and we ought to seek due prepa- 
ration for its best answer. 

My message seems to embody itself in the word — "steward- 
ship.” “As every man hath received the gift, even so minister 
the same one to another, as good stewards of the manifold grace 
-of God." 

The Lord is entrusting to us here and now a certain steward- 
ship. He calls us to be good stewards in the present and pros- 
pective conditions of His work. 

COMMIT THY WAY UNTO THE LORD , ! 

Let me suggest then: 

•Be good stewards of the handling of the situation as a whole. 
Let the Psalmist's great principle be your principle: "Commit thy 
way unto the Lord, trust also in Him. and He shall br'ing it to 
pass”— -bring that to pass which He sees best and desires. For 
the present) and prospective conditions that means, I am sure — 
•Give the Lord unhindered chance to speak. Don't assume that 
any way or plan is definitely fixed, either past or future^-as a posi- 
tive form of action. The winter plan seems practically decided for 
the temporary period. The plan for anything new beyond is not; 
ft ha« not been considered by the churches In authoritative action. 

It hais been suggested. It is open to acceptance, to modification or 
to entire withdrawal. Do not leap to the conclusion that the pro- 
posing of it, or the reference to it, is essentially the decision for 
it. There iU lull chance for your stewardship of prayer. And let 
ns not fail to remember that we are to realize that no way or plan 
o< the past Lb necessarily fixed beyond change. Let us consciously 
•accord to the Lord full right and power to give specific form and 
plan to His work, changing the detail if He chooses, as He chooses 
from time to time, as He sees best in any changing conditions. 
What the fathers, guided by the Holy Spirit, found best in the 
form of church life may or may not be found best adapted to the 
present day conditions of church life, as we seek the same Holy 
Spirit's guidance. Again the message comes — Do not assume to 
know the Lord’s will for His work here, without using in special 
measure this great stewardship of prayer for the revelation of that 
will. 

Yet further, I think it will not be out of place to aay: Be 
good stewards of the historic conditions of the past. Today there 
is undeniably a sentiment — looking to a reunion of the Christian 
forces of tha.=e two churches. There surely is a historical fitness 
in the thought We represent the stewardship of the past in its 
valued traditions and asaoclationa. In the very nature of the caae, 
if there ia a sentiment looking this way, then surely we are es- 
pecially called to be good stewards of the present responsibilities 
of a welcoming sentiment in the resuming of the united life of 
the historic past. 

LARGER CONGREGATION AL FELLOWSHIP 

And concerning our beloved community and our larger Con- 
gregational fellowship, we may well cultivate good stewardship. 
Through the years that are gone, we have felt, as have the other 
people here, the essentially abnormal situation of having two Con- 
gregational Churches in a place of this size. We have tried, as 
best we could, to get along with these rattier serious infelicities. 

The way to the change of the situation ha< not seemed to us in 
the past sufficiently open, but ihe burden lias been present. There 
surely is a responsibility upon us as upon the Union Church to 
exercise good stewardship in watching out for, -and following the 
gleam of anv real leading of the Lord relative to a different sit- 
uation. If He is desiring to speak in these passing months, let 
our ear- be open. If He is desiring to lead in iipy new way. let 
our feet be ready to follow. 

Aud further, be good stewards of the details of proposed ar- 
rangements. whether for this winter or for more permanent rela- 
tions. The relation of the two churches in .-plrit and life is the 
primary thing, and if arrangements touching more external mat- 
ters. ran be made sufficiently satisfactory, then thp controlling and 
vital <and spiritual relations are the decisive thing. So far as it 
falls to you. by anticipation, be goad stewards of yojir handling of 
tlio e matters of arrangement. l»o not expect necessarily an ideal 
outward situation resulting. Realize that the present situation is 
far from ideal. Be ready to adapt yourselves and your work to 
whatever the Lord shall indicate as His will. There are some 
large conditions in the situation touching material and other 
tilings that may be found difficult of adjustment. 

BE GOOD STEWARDS 

Re good stewards of a patient attitude, aud a quiet spirit of 
willing adjustment. I do not mean to assume any decision already 
of tlie main question. I am only advising good stewardship in its 
con ideration, and so far, at any time as the l^ord shall indicate 
any further steps. 

And there is a stewardship of disposition, of feeling, of heart 
*.hat is entrusted to us. Thh is the resultaut of various causa* 
First, of a deepened . pirituality as God's Spirit dwells in us aud 
transform* us. then of a quickeiu-d humility as we realize our 
own shortcomings and need of forgiveness; then of an increased 
open heartedness and sweetness of temper, aud. in general, of a 
sunshiny disp iliou and of broad vision in the spirit of Paul, who 
counselled “I-ook not every man on liis own things, but every mau 
also on the thiugs of others." Be good stewards of a right dispo- 
sition— <the central fundamental feeling toward fellow-Christiau*. 

But I would also reiuiud you — Be good stewards, especially 
at this time, be good stewards of your speech, of what you say. If 
we are to be good stewards of the manifold grace of God, then 
we may well pray to be made like unto our incarnated Lord, of 
whom it was prophetically writiqp "Grace I* poured into His lips." 
sud we may also pray that by uo incitement of memory or fore- 
cast it may be said of uk. as even of Moses on one occasion, "He 
spake unadvisedly with bis lips " Blga ed i« the church whose 
members are enabled to be good stewards in speaking advisedly 
with their lips. 


WEYMOUTH 


Thuajrankly. simply, directly, am I speaking to y 0Q thD 
morning, n<*. I think you will agree, taking anything unduly for 
granted, -but seeking to note the actual points of the present con- 
ditions. as having Interest for the present situation, and also not 
Improbable relation td the definite arising of a more permanent 
question for the future. The matter cannot but be of deen inter- 
e*t for the Old South Church, and, of course we want to add for 
the Union Church, and for tl\p Kingdom of our exalted Lord 
, We praise the Lord that every disciple of His has received a 
gracious gift. Going forth from this hour, in increased measure 
let us every one so minister this gift one to another, and to all 
the household of faith, that the result* in glorifying our blessed 
Lord and extending His kingdom here and in the regions beyond 
shall show surely that we have been enabled to be "good steward* 
of the manifold grace of God." ® 1X19

A dear old lady, now over 80 years 
old, makes frequent use of an ex- 
pression that deserves to be passed 
* on. Her calls among Iter large circle 
of acquaintances are necessarily far 
apart and In the interval many things 
have been done, many changes made, 
in all of which she is interested. 
( When the new braided rug and the 
window garden and the new dress 
have been examined and admired, 
she turns to the sister who usually 
accompanies her to say "Let's feo 
home and do something.” 

That is the message for each of 
us at this time. Let’s do something. 
For choice, the duty that lies nearest 
us. Perhaps we sh-ali want to drop 
the usual prefix to our Christmas 
thought. If we may not be "merry” 
let's substitute the "higher Joy of 
service.” Just now the one club in 
active operation is the new poultry 
club. This has one member at the 
Athens school, six at the Bates, five 
at the Hunt, five at the James 
Humphrey, five at the Pratt and two 
at the Shaw. Here ere the directions 
sent to clitb members from Amherst: 

1. Be sure that your hen house 
is dry and free from draft, but with 
plenty of fresh air. 

2. Keep water, shell, grit and dry 
mash before your hens all the time. 

3. Keep nests and dropping boards 
clean and have plenty of litter on the 
floor for the hens to scratch in. 

4. Feed a~ moist mash to make 
your hens start laying. If they have 
not already commenced. 

5. Feed scratch feed lightly in the 
morning, and give the larger part of 
the day’s ration at night. 

6. Feed green food or table scraps 
every day if possible. 

7. Remember to play the game 
fairly. You are doing your bit for - 
the country this winter if you learn 
to be a good poultry man. Bulletins | 
from the United States Department 
of Agriculture will be sent you from 
time to time; read them carefully, 
and see whether there any suggest- 
ions in them that you can apply to 
your own flock.

There must be quantities of orange 
peel dried and stored by the can- 
ning club members.

PMtlq Destination of the A afar on 
Which No One teems to Be 
Able to Improve. 

No one, It seems, bas ever called an 
aster anything bat nn aster. Rpee- 
tacled scientist and tousled peasant for 
once use the same language. An aster 
Is nn nster. 

Away back when botanies were not 
thought of someone admired the pur- 
ple and white delights of autumn nad 
called them stnrs. Aster la the Greek 
word for atnr. No one ever Improved 
on this designation. They are the 
earth stars of autumn. They are the 
year's last floral fulfillment. They nro 
the completion of the cycle ; solid, sub- 
stantial, self-reliant, yet wonderfully 
beautiful. Only the freakish witch- 
hazel waits to bloom after the asters. 

So common are the earth ntara that 
they fail to command adequate at- 
tention. Every wild roadside ia alive 
with them. Every pasture displays 
them, every woodland, every brook 
vale. At home In the most entrancing 
dell of the remote ravine lands and 
equally at home where the tin cans 
fester and rust In shameful heaps they 
mark the year's last effort to beautify 
the world. 

Of asters there Is an abounding va- 
riety. Commonly they are classed as 
purple or white; but this Is absurdly 
superficial. Purple Is no proper classi- 
fication of the many shades of tinged 
blue which the frost-nipped fields and 
woods display. And even the less at- 
tractive white kinds are of many vari- 
eties. 

It is well to go stargazing in autumn 
and to gaze downward for earth stars. 
All the stnrs ure not in the vaulted 
firmament. We are, ourselves, enrtli 
creatures and the earth stars are more 
comprehensible than the stars of the 
sky with their sense-dulling distances 
and inngnltud'e. But their message is 
the same, the message of life und won- 
der. Without wonder life would be lit- 
tle. — Cleveland Plain Deuler.

To this 
the German delegates replied evasive- 
ly, merely promising to consult their 
government. 

On Thursday Berlin announced that 
a suspension of hostilities along the 
entire Russian front for ten days be- 
ginning Friday noon had been arrang- 
ed. The same day Trotsky declared 
the Russian government did not want 
a separate peace. 

There were reports, which, however, 
were emphatically denied, that Rott- 
manla desired to open negotiations 
for au armistice. If their flank on 
the north were left unprotected by the 
quitting of the Russians, the Ruutnan- 
an forces between the Dniester und 
the Black sea would be In extreme 
peril. Members of the Red Cross mis- 
sion of Roumanla have just brought 
to President Wilson a message from 
King Ferdinand declaring his country 
would never make a separate peace. 

Ensign Krylenko is now in control 
of much of the Russian army, his men 
having captured the headquarters at 
Mohllev and murdered General Duk- 
honin, former commander In chief. 
At last reports General Kaledlnes’ 
Cossacks were inarching on Vitebsk 
and a battle with Krylenko’s forces 
was Impending. Most of the Russian 
diplomatic representatives In allied 
countries and the Russinn troops lu 
France have disowned the doings of 
the bolshevik! leaders and refuse to 
recognize their authority. 

Germane Try Hard for Big Victory. 

It Is evident that the Germun high 
command is trying desperately to ob- 
tain a decisive milllary victory in 
France or Italy, or both, before the 
American army gets across In suflt- 
flant loro** 4 a Im uffutuivo. fur the 
result achieved by the enemy has been 
the gain of a few rods of ground at 
an appalling cost in loss of life. The 
fighting In the < 'umbra I sector devel- 
oped into the bloodiest and fiercest 
battle of the war. and despite the 
bringing up of great numbers of Ger- 
many’s best troops, the British In the 
main repulsed the repeated muss at- 
tacks and held most -of the grouml 
gained the previous week. If Byng 
can continue to hang on to his posi- 
tions, the battle will prove the best 
thing the British could ask, for It has 
brought the Germans “out of tlielr 
holes” and not only shown them up 
ns inferior in open fighting, but cost 
them an enormous number of their 
most vulunhle men. The reckless sac- 
rifices made by Crown Prince Rup- 
precht contrast strangely with the In- 
formation that Germany is training 
boys of fifteen and sixteen to take 
their places soon In the fighting lines. 

America has cause for pride and 
satisfaction in the reports tlint come 
of the part In the Cnmhral fighting 
taken by American engineers. Oiught 
by a sudden advance of the Germans, 
these men tool; shelter until the Brit- 
ish cnine up to them, and then, borrow- 
ing guns, went Into the fray with a 
gallantry and coolness that won high 
praise from the commanding officers of 
the British. A few of them were 
killed and wounded, but the others 
went right on with their fighting, pa- 
trolling and railroad building. 

Fierce Fighting in Italy. 

Alone the Italian front the fighting 
has been little less tierce than at Cant- 
hral. and as the week closed the Aus- 
tro-Germans were making tlielr sec- 
ond great offensive there. In the In- 
itial attack by largely increased forces 
the enemy compelled the Italians to 
withdraw from some advanced posi- 
tions between Monte Tonderecur and 
Monte Uadeneoehe. but elsewhere the 
violent nsKiiults were repulsed. If 
the invaders succeed in that sector in 
Hanking the Pluve und Hrcnta lines, 
they might force General lMaz back as 
far as the Adige. However, the Italinn 
commander seemed quite confident lie 
could prevent this, slid ids forces were 
gallantly guarding the entire line 
while increasing numbers of British 
and French re-enforcements continued 
to arrive. Among the allies in action 
nu this front are a number of Ameri- 
can aviators, and the declaration of 
war against Austria-Hungary seems to 
make sure the speedy dispatching of 
a considerable force of American sol- 
diers to re-enforce the Italians. At 
any rate that is "hat Italy expects, 
and the entire country celebrated joy- 
ously tbe news that its chief foe was 
to Is- Included tu the enemies of the 
L’ldted States. 

U. S. Troops to Be Hurried Over. 

One of the main subjects discussed 
in the iuieraliied conference lu Purls 
was the best means of gettiug Ameri- 
can troops to France as rupidly us pos 


slble and supplying them with muni 
tlons and food. To release as much 
tonnage as may be for tbe purpose 
of carrying the American soldiers au 
Infernntionul organization was created 
that will co-ordinate the utilization ef 
transport facilities, somewhat restrict 
ing the Imports of the various nations 
It may he that a considerable part of 
the supplies for the American army 
will he obtained from England and 
France In order to save time. 

The allies Intend to hrlug out their 
full man power, and the troops of the 
United States nre to be taken to the 
front ns quickly as It can be done. 
There is no doubt that this is the plan 
of the government, despite the opinion 
of Von Ilindenburg and Von Luden- 
dorff that America wns raising a greut 
army only to protect Itself against Ja- 
pan and would not be so “foolish" as 
to send it to Europe. If those gen- 
tlemen read the president’s message 
some gllmlner of truth as to the real 
determination of the United States 
mny penetrate their skulls. 

China May 8end an Army. 

Before very long yet another na- 
tional army may be fighting beside the 
allies In France against Germany. It 
Is reporled that A large force from 
China Is to be brought to the west- 
ern front, probably under I lie com- 
mand of General Teng-Chang, chief 
general adjutant to the Chinese presi- 
dent. For a long time many thou- 
sands of Chinese have been working 
behind the lines In France, and doubt- 
less the well-trained and equipped 
armed forces of the Oriental republic 
also will be welcome there. 

From Palestine Generul Allenby sent 
word that he wns In a position to en- 
_ter Jerusalem at any time he saw fit. 
but was continuing an enveloping 
movement to the north of the Holy 
City. 

Equally satisfactory Is the news 
from East Africn, the British com- 
munder there reporting that the last 
Germans hud been cleared from that 
vast region. All who were not killed 
or captured bad fled to Portuguese 
territory, where they would soon be 
attended to, he said. Thus Germany 
has been stripped of the lust of her 
colonies. 

Interallied Naval Council. 

An iuiportaut decision of the coun- 
cil in Paris was to create an Inter- 
allied naval council In order to close 
contact and complete co-operation be- 
tween the navies of the allies. The 
council will be composed of the min- 
isters of msrlne and admiralty chiefs 
of the nations represented. The war- 
fare on the submarines Is proceeding 
satisfactorily, but the last British ad- 
miralty report shows t lie toll of the 
U-Boats Is still high, 10 British ves- 
sels of more than 1,000 tons and five 
others having been sunk ill the week. 
Among the hoHts torpedoed was the 
steamer Apapa. 80 passengers aud the 
crew perishing. The submarine shell- 
ed the vessel’s open boats that were 
filled with women und children. 

Early Thursday morning a fleet of 
big German airplanes made a raid on 
England und several of them succeed- 
ed In reaching London. Tlielr bombs 
killed seven persons. At least two of 
the raiding machines were brought 
down by gun fire und their crews cap- 
tured. 

War Stamps on Sals. 

Tile sale of war savings stamps 
and certificates. America’s newest 
plan for raising war funds and encour- 
aging thrift, began on Monday, and 
was taken up by the entire country 
with u ii enthusiasm that presages its 
complete success. The cumpuign will 
continue for one year, ami It Is be- 
lieved the maximum sum authorized — 
go.tNMI.IMNMMMI — will lie obtained with- 
out trouble. 

The interstate commerce commission 
having recommended the nationaliza- 
tion of the railroads during the eontiu- 
nation of tlie war. tiie president and 
Ids aids took up the mutter last week 
and Mr. Wilson was expected soon to 
send to congress a special message on 
tiie subject. The admlnlstrutiou con- 
ceded that tiie roads must be given 
liberal financial aid und a plan may be 
evolved for their operation under u 
government director of transportation. 

Tiie most terrible of tiie many dis- 
asters Incident to tiie war befell Hali- 
fax. N. S., on Thursday, when the 
French munition ship Mont Blanc ex- 
ploded lu tiie harbor after being rum- 
I mrd by a Belgian relief vessel. Some 
fi.oon persons were killed, tuuny thou- 
sands injured and a considerable part 
of the city und its suburbs wrecked 
by tbe awful blast.

Progress of Russia's Efforts for Ar- 
mistice — Germans Sacrifice Men 
Recklessly in Furious Attacks 
in France and Italy— 
American Troops tc 
Be Rushed Across.

The United States lu In the war to 
the finish — and that finish must be (lie 
overthrow of the 1’russian military 
despotlNin. the liberation and restora- 
tion of the peoples it lias enslaved 
and reparation for tiie material dam- 
age Its armies have done. When this 
Is assured, the United States will in- 
sist on a peace that is based on gen- 
erosity ami justice to nil alike, ex- 
cluding nil selfish claims to advantage 
even on tiie part of the victors. Mean- 
while Austria-Hungary must be form- 
ally declared our foe In the war, and 
“our present und Immediate task" is 
to win Hist war. 

Such in u few words Is the message 
of President Wilson to congress, to 
America, and especially to tbe world. 
He leaves no doubt of the govern- 
ment’s and the nation’s humanitarian 
alms, and he makes equally plain the 
determination never tu make pence 
with the present rulers of Germany 
who have done such “deep and abom- 
inable wrong." The president ex- 
pressly disavows any intention to im- 
pair or rearrange tiie Austro-Hunga- 
rian empire, but says that to the 
Austro-Hungarians should be restored 
independent control of their own af- 
fairs, and avers that the Balkan states 
and Turkey should be secured against 
foreign oppression or injustice. Mr. 
Wilson’s polished diction does not con- 
ceal bis contempt for the pacifists, tbe 
traitors and others who seek to ham- 
per the nation In tbe prosecution of 
the war. When everyone else within 
sound of his voice arose and cheered 
the president's impassioned statements, 
Senator La Follette. Representative 
Mason and one or two more sulked si- 
lent in their seats. They are easily 
classified. 

Message Warmly Approved. 

Instant approval of the message was 
generul throughout the United States, 
ami It received the heRrty endorse- 
ment of tiie British and South Ameri- 
can press, tlioujfh some of the London 
papers, notably tiie Times, are skep- 
tical about the distinction the presi- 
dent still makes between the German 
rulers mid tin- German people. It must 
lie confessed a great many Americans 
also feel tiie German people are not 
so guiltless ns Mr. Wilson represents 
them. 

Congress lost little time In starting 
proceedings for formal declaration of 
war against Austro-Hungary. and gov- 
ernment agents throughout the coun- 
try at mice began preparing to handle 
the million and a half enemy aliens 
which it adds to tiie list. As tens of 
thousands of Austro-Hungarians have 
been employed in the mines of Amer- 
ica. there is danger of a serious short- 
age of mine labor. It is likely a good 
leal of discrimination will be used In 
dealing with such subjects of the dual 
monarchy, as the Bohemians ami vari- 
ous Slavic races, who have no sym- 
pathy with the autocracy of their 
rulers. 

Bolsheviki Peace Efforts. 

The efforts of the Russian bolshe- 
vik! to bring about a general cessation 
of fighting mu* not markedly success- 
ful last week. Large numbers of Rus- 
sian troops were wlthdruwu from the 
front lines, und Auatro-Huugary for- 
mally approved of t lie anaistiee plan; 
but u lieu the representatives of 
the Russian* began discussion of de- 
tails with tin- Germans they met with 
a quick check. Their first two stipu- 
lation* were that the enemy should 
not undertake to send forces from 
the ltusMau front to the front of Rus- 
sia's allies, and that the German de- 
uchiii.-uts should be withdrawn from

A quantity of clothing wag sent to 
the Engine House hall in response 
to an appeal for the Halifax suffer- 
ers. This was carefully packed, and 
two barrels and three large boxes 
will be forwarded as soon as possi- 
ble. In addition the Special Aid So- 
ciety raised $40 to be. sent to th£ 
Massachusetts-Halifax fund. 

Since Its organization the South 
Weymouth Special Aid has extended 
its activities to cooperate with as 
many of the calls of the times as 
pracicable. The Tuesday meetings 
are devoted to sewing. Part of the 
work is dope for the Special Aid 
Society amf-part for the lled Crow. 
Since last spring, under the direction 
of its efficient chairman, the branch 
has sent almost weekly to the relief 
headquarters boxes of Anished gar- 
ments — convalescent robes, surgical 
shirts, pajamas, nightingales, hospital 
socks, etc., besides quantities of 
knitted articles which are made at 
home by the members and others. 

ThU week the, distress wrought by 
the war was brought vividly home 
by finding among the garments sent 
us by the Red Cross of little bloom- 
er-dresses to be made for the French 
and Belgian children, dresses for 
babies of two and three years, whose 
verv life depends upon the clothing 
which we In America can send to 
them.

hnlf n tenspoonful of salt, one fourth 
of n tenspoonful of pnpiikn, nil stirred 
In eold broth to n smooth pnste, then 
added to the meat; stir until boiling, 
cover nnd let simmer ten minutes. 
Have rendy bnked or boiled sweet po- 
tatoes ; press them through n rlcer, 
salt nnd butter nnd a little hot milk Is 
added, then bent thoroughly over the 
tire. Pipe the potato around the ment 
on n platter nnd garnish with stewed 
prunes In groups of three. Spiced 
grape Jelly Is especially dellelous to 
serve with venison. 

Breaded Venison.— Cut slices hnlf 
an Inch thick from n round of veulson 
that has hung at least n week. Cut 
I tie pieces In serving sized pieces, dip 
In crumbs, then In benten egg diluted 
with milk nnd again In crumbs. Set 
to cook In hot fat nnd when well 
browned turn and. brown on the other 
side. Let cook slowly for n while to 
be sure the ment Is well done. 

Venison may he wrapped In hits of 
bacon, well sensoned nnd browned, 
then cooked In u casserole with vari- 
ous vegetables, uddlng broth or boiling 
water and cooking under cover for two 
hours In n slow oven. Serve from the 
casserole. Wild rice when obtainable 
Is an Ideal vegetable to aerve with 
venison or wild duck. Its character- 
istic flavor Is especially well liked by 
venison lovers.

Fruit Jujubes. — 
Four off the juice 
from a cun of apri- 
cots or peaches, 
then rub them through u sieve. To 
one pound of this puree add one nnd 
a half cupfuls -of sugar mid bring 
slowly to the boiling point, stirring 
all the time. Continue to stir until 
a drop on a cold plate will set. Let 
it cool, then udd a tcaspoonful of al- 
mond exlrnet and drop on waxed pa- 
per. WUeu quite cold, remove the 
paper and stick two of the drops to- 
gether. Roll In cohired sugar or melt- 
ed fondant or in choeolute. 

~ Dats Balls. — Stone and chop three 
cupfuls of dates; add one cupful of 
chopped bluck walnut incuts, one tea- 
spoonful of gluger sirup, and a tuble- 
spoonful of preserved ginger ; then run 
through a chopper. Muke in hulls uud 
roll in coconut. I‘ut in paper cases. 

Preserved Ginger. — A delightful sub- 
stitute for preserved ginger muy be 
made using white carrots or the yel- 
low if the white lire not obtainable, 
they will tustc us good but uot look 
us much like the real gluger. Boil 
the carrots for tea minutes, then 
scrape oft the outside layer uud quar- 
ter them lengthwise, cut In quarter- 
Inch lengths, discarding the points and 
core. Boll until tender, changing the 
water several times to remove tile car- 
rot flavor. To oue pound of carrots 
so prepared udd two pounds of sugar, 
one quurt of water, two ounces of 
green ginger root shaved flue and the 
grated rlud and juice of one lemon. 
Boll for fifteen minutes. lCepeut for 
four successive duys until the sirup 
is thick. Dry ginger muy he used if 
the green is unobtainable, this must 
be put into a bug flue enough to keep 
the gruius from escaping. Tills may 
be left us preserved ginger in the sirup 
or dried und roiled iu sugar us u con- 
fection. 

Rice, |>otutoes 6r spaghetti should 
not be served iu the same meal, us 
they ure too similar foods. When two 
vegetables are served, oue should Ire 
green uud one like potatoes, beets or 
onions.

SHORT CONTRACTS WILL 

SAVE THE MAJORS $300,000 

When the .major league club’ 
owners get together shortly to 
consider the future of baseball 
they will vote not only for the 
140-gnme schedule, hut also for 
a new form of player's contract. 
It Is the plan to reduce the term 
of the contract to five months, 
covering the period from May 1 
to October 1. This means thal a 
player who received $5,000 for 
six .months’ work this year will 
he asked to sign a new contract 
calling for $4.1rt7. By cutting 
down all the players In this man- 
ner each club will lop off from 
SI 5,000 to $20,000 from Its sulnry 
list, and the major leagues com- 
bined will save more than $300,- 
000 .

TRAINING FOR THE AVIATION CORPS IS MOST THOROUGH 


Drilling gnd Study Occupy About 
16 Hours of Every 
Day. 

GET ESSENTIALS IN 8 WEEKS 


Eight ‘'Ground" 8chools Located at 
Loading Universities Where Candi- 
dates Are Given Intensive Course 
•f Training — More Men Are 
Needed in the Service. 

By a Lieutenant of the Aviation Sec- 
tion. 

Washington. — A group of 30 well-set- 
tip young Americans, the summer’s 
tan Just fading from their faces, are 
closely studying a bnttlefleld. Within 
six feet of them Is the rapid flash of 
shells bursting in quick succession — 
not real shells, but as close an imita- 
tion as deslrnble in a lecture hall — 
and the men are behaving with the 
sureness and precision which, ns fu- 
ture officers und pilots of America’s 
great aerial battle fleet, they are ex- 
pected to display. 

After each explosion, or, rather, 
flash. Is heard the buzz of the wireless 
ns the men take or send a message 
from "somewhere” — In California, or 
Massachusetts, or Illinois, as the case 
may be. 

A second group of • pilots, looking 
down upon the others, are seated In 
cockpits high above the miniature bat- 
tle field. They hear the imaginary 
roar of Pershing’s guns, and there Is 
another succession of lightning flushes 
on various squares of the military map 
tielow them. 

Directs Artillery. 

“Buzz-z-z, Iluzz-z-z-z !" goes the 
wireless, as In actual warfare, where 
artillery Are is directed by the "eyes 
of the army;" the pilots from the top 
of the scaffold observe the location of 
"hits" by the artillery and signal the 
range to the gunners — in this case 
Instructors — below. 

“W-29D-7-0" is tlie message to the 
artilleryman — cryptic, of course, to 
those who do not understand the 
aqua red map and pin-point system In 
vise by aerial observers on the western 
front. Perhaps It Is a prearranged 
shoot, In which case me clock code la 
handy for signaling how close the 
"hits” come to the dugouts of Kaiser 
Wilhelm's privates, or trench crossings 
filled with huddled groups or the same, 
or whatever else the target may be. 

"W-4, B-6,” sings the buzzer. And 
the United States artillery officer cor- 
rects the range of his big gun to suit; 
at least, he will do ao a short time 
lienee, when our young pilots now In 
training get the first real opportunity 
of showing their mettle to the enemy 
across the Ithine. 

At tha Ground Schools. 

The foregoing ts s few minutes' 
work In what Is a part— a very small 
part — of the program of one of the 
United Stutes schools of nUlltary 
aeronautics, more cotuinouly known as 
"ground” schools. The man In the 
si reel has a fair knowledge of what 
our flyers are doing. By sight and 
hearsay he Is beginning to know of the 
work at our many flying fields. As 
for war. conditions, the average oltl- 
sen carries s vague picture of swoop- 
tug bird men, loops and spiral dives, 
rapld-flre duels high above the clouds, 
etc. But the man in the street knows 
nothing of the eight weeks’ milling 
that these lads go through before even 
eteppiug Into s fuslluge and proudly 
calling “contact" — to set the motor re- 
volving for their first ascent. In oth- 
er words, he knows nothing of our 
ground schools for the fundamental 
training of aviators. 

The American schools are located at 
tlie followdng colleges: University of 
California. Cornell, Georgia School of 
Technology. Princeton university, Uni- 
versity of Illluots. Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. Ohio State uni- 
versity. and University of Texas. Al- 
though they have taken over a large 
)*rt of the techulca! apparatus and 
some of tlie instructors of the univer- 
sities on whose grounds they are sltu- 
ulcd. it is to be noted that they are in 
u» sense a part of the university or of 
the ordinary university course. They 


arc nrtny posts administered and sup- 
plied by tlie schools section, air di- 
vision of the United States Signal 
corps. 

No Time Is Wasted. 

The course of trulntng is necessarily 
Intensive. Within the comparatively 
short space of eight weeks there Is 
crammed Into the ground-school cadet 
the heaviest diet of military funda- 
mentals, scientific nnd technical essen- 
tials of flying that he can possibly 
digest — und a little more. Colonel 
Btnghnm's theory (a successful one, 
judging by the quality of flyers) is tlmt 
the man who can assimilate within a 
given time nil overdoso of tlie uhove 
kind of work Is also the man who can 
keep his mental and physical poise un- 
der the strain of battle flying in mod- 
ern wnrfnre. Ground-school candidates 
are, therefore, discouraged from study- 
ing subjects ahead of time with the 
particular purpose of passing examina- 
tions the more easily. Nevertheless, 
the curriculum presupposes a certain 
amount of previous knowledge and a 
sound Intelligence, for tlie Instructor 
cannot stop to teach u candidate the 
ABC’s. The instructors are rushed. 
The men are rushed. And tlie war 
won’t wait. 

It Is taken for granted by the United 
States air service, as it Is In other 
countries, thut the work requires, first 
of all, men of the best possible officer 
material— athletic, quick of tnougnr 
and action, and trained In discipline 
and military elements — but, above 
and beyond nil that, it requires men 
suited for the particular Job of mili- 
tary avlatjon. The first three weeks 
of the ground-school course — known as 
the Junior wing — Is devoted to mili- 
tary studies. 

Day Is Full of Work. 

The men rise at S:30, and calisthen- 
ics occupy their time, with a recess 
for mess, until eight o'clock, when 
school opens. After a brief stop at 
noon they are hard at It again, drilling 
until school, at four o’clock. Evening 
finds no let up, for school and study 
occupy the hours until taps, at 9:80, 
by which time they are thankful to get 
between the sheets. 

The senior wing subjects start In the 
fourth week, from which time on the

About two o’clock on Saturday aft- 
ernoon tlie candidate usually learns his 
fate.

But 
those who do have mastered the basic 
principles of military aeronautics, 
which, as army men are learning more 
thoroughly every day, Is a vital pre- 
requisite to any training In the nlr. 

Commissioned as Officers.

are enlisted In the Signal corps or ine 
Signal Enlisted Reserve corps, where 
their status Is that of “flying cadets.” 
As soon ns they nre fortunnte enough 
to pass the test for reserve military 
aviators they receive an officer’s com- 
mission, with the regular pay therefor, 
and officers receive whnt Is known ns 
commutation of. quarters at all places 
where no public quarters nre avail- 
able. 

Beyond this, In the case of foreign 
duty, Is a ten per cent extra allowance 
provided for by law to officers serving 
beyond the limits of the United States 
and territories contiguous thereto, 
with the exception of the Canal Zone, 
Panama, Porto Rico, or Hawaii. In 
addition to the above, aviation officers 
who are on duty requiring them to 
participate regularly and frequently 
In aerial flights will receive a 25 per 
cent increase in the pay of their grade. 

The foregoing Is a brief sketch of 
the working methods of the aviation 
section of the Signal corps of the 
United States army. The ground 
schools ure still In their Infancy, al- 
though their growth has been abnor- 
mal. From day to day aeriul tactics 
and Instructional methods are chang- 
ing, and will continue to change In 
accordance with new conditions. The 
ground schools form the preliminary 
step In the great tusk of sending 
across the German trenches aviators 
mentally, morally and physically 
equipped for their work. 

Sant Into Service Abroad. 

Every week our flyers are fast grad- 
uating from ground schools to the 
training schools und from the training 
schools- to service overseas. And more 
and more men are needed to fill the 
gaps. It Is reported that many young 
men shy from aviation because fear- 
ing they lack the proper physical quali- 
fications. No peculiar attainments are 
necessary ; the service Is not limited 
to trapeze performers or Jiu Jitsu ex- 
perts. As the war department sten- 
cil suys: “It must be remembered that 
the flying officer is not ‘an aerial chauf- 
feur* or ‘exhibition flyer.’ He has been 
more correctly defined as a twentieth 
centurv cavalry officer mounted on 
Pegasus.” 

Physically speaking, what Is most 
of all desired Is a sound, strong body, 
with particular attention paid to eyes, 
uerves, and ears. Perfect eyesight is 
a sine quo non. Provided they are 
otherwise acceptable, candidates of 
light build and more youthful appear- 
ance than desirable for line officers 
will be given a chauce. They should be 
at least nineteen and preferably not 
over thirty, “although in exceptional 
eases," to quote the official announce- 
ment. “older men of prouounced ath- 
letic attainments who have spent most 
of their lives out of doors, iu the sad- 
dle, rauchiug, pluyiiig polo, mountain 
climbing, or iu actual Hying, may be 
accepted If they rau satisfy tire exarn- 
i iulug board of their physical fituess."

An 
additional charge of 35c per net ton 
may be made for basket delivery. 

Coal in bag-, 35 pounds at stores. 
18c; 25 pounds delivered. 20c. 

The above prices are fixed without- 
taking into consideration the in- 
crease in cost at the mines of 35 c 
per ton. If on account of this in- 
crease these prices require adju t- 
nients at any time in the future the 
Committee should make further rec- 
ommendations. 

These prices become effective at 
once. Your Committee should give 
immediate publicity to these prices 
and notify each dealer in your town 
that they are now effective. In mak- 
ing your announcement you should 
emphasize the fact that these prices 
are maximum prices and that the 
prices are effective until they’ are 
changed by proper authority. 

Your Committee lias no authority 
on its own responsibility to make 
any changes in or allow any depart- 
ure from the maximum prices fixed 
above. The Committee should keep 
itself informed as to whether these 
prices are being observed by your 
dealer.- and report to this office any 
instances which come to your notice 
of sales in excess of prices fixed.

“I realize that it is most unfortun- 
ate that my first official act as receiv- 
er of this property must be to make a 
big cut in service. but the choice is 
plain. I must order at once such a 
cut where it will do the least pos- 
sible harm, or I must take the res- 
ponsibility for a complete shutdown 
of our biggest plants within a few 
days. Eighty per cent, of our power 
will be shut off within a week if we 
do not get more coal. What we have 
on hand and in sight mu:t be made 
to last as long as possible. 

“We have contracts for six months’ 
supply of coai, but contracts are 
not coal, and coal is necessary to 
create power. The mineB say that 
they have the coal but we can’t 
get it. We have asked lie United 
States authorities for help, and prior- 
ity orders have been obtained for a 
limited supply of coal, but the fed- 
eral authorities cannot and will not 
supply coal for 100 % service.

In some ports of the country It Is 
easy to obtain unturnl mnterlnls which 
mny he used to very good advantage In 
house construction. The principal 
parts of the house in which naturnl 
materials are used are porches and 
chimneys. Frame houses having stone 
porches and chimneys are given a sub- 
stantial look which cannot he obtained 
In any type of all-wood construction. 
The kind of stone which should be 
used will depend partly upon whut 
kind Is nvnilnhle and partly upon the 
preference of the owner. 

Trenton and Galena limestone may 
he used to produce very desirable ef- 
fects Tlte bluish ti.it of the Trenton 
Is preferred by some over the yellow 
of the Galena. Sandstone has been 


exterior and Interior design. The sides 
of the house are finished with wide 
siding strips. Large cobblestones lire 
used In the construction of the chim- 
ney and the lower part of the porch 
columns. Heavy timber rails are used 
on the porch to harmonize with the 
puisslveness of the stone masonry col- 
umns. On ench corner bf the porch 
there nre three wooden columns car- 
ried up from the cap of the masonry 
columns to the beam across the front 
of the house. The roof Is built with 
Intersecting cables. A louvre Is set 
high up under each of the gables. The 
louvre under the front gable Is flnnkcd 
on each side by a snuill window. The 
ends of rafters and purlins nre ex- 
posed. 

In the living room the most attractive 
feature Is the fireplace, on each side 
of which a bookcase is built. Small 
casement windows nre placed above 
these eases. The fireplace may be 
finished either with hrlek or with cob- 
blestones similar to those used In the 
exterior masonry. The living room Is 
a well-lighted room and is sure to he n 
plensnnt pnrt of the house. 

Glass doors lead from the living 
room Into the dining room. In this 
room the attention is Immediately at- 
tracted to the buffet. A hay Is built 
Into the outer wall and the buffet sits 
Into this hay. filling the entire space 
below the three windows. Since the 
doors of the buffet are flush with the 
main wall, no space Is taken from the 
(lining room by any projection at this 
point. The buffet is very much n part 
of the house in this room and is de- 
signed to look well in Its surround- 
ings. 

The kitchen has an adjoining pnn- 
try. which may he used to greatly re- 
duce the work of preparing meals. In 
this pnntry a table Is built under tlte 
window nt the end, a cupbonrd Is built 
ngalnst the wall next to the kitchen 
and a long shelf extends ncross the 
wall opposite the cupboard. The kitch- 
en is large enough to he free from 
stuffiness and there nre three windows 
to assure plenty of light.

used in various colors for porch and | 
chimney construction. 

Some sandstones have the disadvan- 
tage that they are not as durable as 
might be desired. In localities where 
large granite bowlders are plentiful, 
blocks of tills material may be cut 
from the stone. These blocks may be 
used either in regular form and size 
or in* various irregular shapes and 
sizes. Itough-faeed marble Is a par- 
ticularly good material for porch and 
chimney construction. Cobblestones, 
used just ns they are found, have 
produced many attractive porches and 
chimneys on frame houses. The cob- 
blestones should not be too small, and 
they should be matched in the walls 
so that the mortar Joints will not be 
too prominent. The color of the mor- 
tar will depend upon tliu kind of stone 
used and the effect desired. Mortnr 
which Is widely different in color from 
the stone will attract more attention 
to the porch or chimney than mortar 
which has been colored to match tho 
atone as nearly as possible. Special

Strong-Smelling Vegetable* Raised 
on One New Jersey Farm. 

New Jersey Is known throughout the 
country ns the "Garden state." yet 
many of Its own people nre unaware 
of the extent of Its vegetable Industry, 
the New York Evening l’ost states. 
Few Jerseymen realize, perhaps, that 
100,000 bushels of onions were grown 
on one New Jersey farm this year; 
that several truckers In South Jersey 
each, raise 100 acres of early pens; 
thnt one grower ltfM 300 acres of po- 
tatoes and another 700 acres of nut- 
house tomatoes. • New Jersey also I 
boasted of 40-acre fields of rhubarb, 
OO-ncre fields of asparagus and 00-acre 
fields of spinach. 

Here, also, Is (lie largest overhead 
Irrigated vegetable farm in tlie world 
— nearly 200 acres under the overhead 
irrigation system devoted exclusively 
to Intensive market gardening. Several 
market gardeners in the state have 
more than 5,000 sash, under which two 
or three crops of vegetables are grown , 
during the winter. 

The market gardening specialists of 
tlie New Jersey State Agricultural col- 
lege point out, however, that while 
there are many heavy producers In the 
state, the bulk of the New Jersey prod- 
uce Is grown on l lie thousands of 
smaller farms. The annual meeting of 
tlie State Horticultural society Is held 
lit Newark, when high-quality vege- 
tables and fruits are exhibited by the 
small growers, as well as by the pro- 
prietors of the better-known farms.

With the French Armies In the Field. 
—If one of the party hadn't stopped to 
SI* up n Docile bayonet from the road- I 
aide, this piece wouldn't kuve been 
written. 

The French ofllcer-chnperone and hi* 
Chartres had tarried on the way back 
to Verdun from one of the outlying 
fort* to chnt with a bunch of Red 
Cross men, und Incidentally to watch 
the antics of a flock of German air* 
planes us they dodged In and out 
among the feathery puffs of shrapnel. 
The usual dally artillery strafe had 
Seen on for some hours. Hundreds of 
tons of metal had been bowling above 
our heads from both sides, far up and 
down the line. At times there was a 
shot for every second. But so far the 
Boche targets had been loented a com- 
fortable dlstunce away. 

Our ofllcer lind given the word to re- 
aume the journey, and the chauffeurs 
were cranking up, when the oppor- 
tunity of gathering In another battle- 
field souvenir Intervened. It ts still 
there. 

Careful figuring, conducted very 
shortly thereafter In one of the Red 
Cross dugouts nearby, convinced the 
whole party that If It hadn't been for 
the bnyonet episode our cars would 
tiave collided with the big Boche shell 
Just at the moment of its explosion 
about a block down the road. 

The experience had merely supplied 
a vivid final touch to Impressions al- 
ready acquired — of what the soldiers 
of Verdun have been undergoing In 
the lust eighteen months. In this re- 
gion Nature has been given no oppor- 
tunity, ns she tins, for exnmple, on 
the battlefield of the Somme, to repair 
•s .best she cun the ravages of war. 
From the top of one of the bnttered 
forts that now forms nn unbreakable 
ring about Verdun — recaptured from 
the Germans with a valor and at n 
sacrifice of life that will make Its name 
Immortal In history — stretches out, as 
far as ten-ply, mnde-ln-Gcrtnnny binoc- 
ulars can roach, a vista of utter devas- 
tation. 

Scene of Desolation. « 

Once thickly forested hills nnd rich- 
ly cultivated valleys speckled with 
fcap’py villages ; now a sodden, grayish, 
monotonous panorama of churned-up 
soil, criss-crossed here and there with 
trenches, nnd only nn occasional stump 
•or pile of crumpled stones to evidence 
its former beauty. It’s like Notre 
Dame de Lorette, Vlmy, Wytschete, 
Slesslnes and Pnsscliendaele Ridge ull 
scrambled together. 

All the forces of nature — fire, flood, 


hurricane and earthquake — could not 
have wrought such havoc. Only man 
could do It. Even looking backward, 
the only discernible color Is the green 
of the distant hills, the shattered red- 
tiled roofs of the fortress city, nnd the 
dusters of purple-wreathed graves 
where sleep the men who made the 
motto of Verdun — "On ne- passe pas” 
(No trespassers allowed I) — a reality. 

The Germans now occupy much the 
same line as that from which the 
crown prince launched his costly but 
futile attack upon this stronghold. Pre- 
viously we had traversed the valley of 
the Mnrnc whose landscape hears am- 
ple testimony to the characteristic 
French traits of dash, mobility nnd re- 
sourcefulness ; just as Verdun’s piti- 
fully harrowed hillsides will always be 
a monument to the hitherto less famil- 
iarly known French qualities of tire- 
less energy and dogged stubbornness. 

Land Qrlmly Held by French. 

Then on through thfc forest of the 
Vosges down to where France In the 
early days of the war plucked, and still 
tightly clutches, a hit of what used to 
be hers. It's only a few square miles 
— just about equal to the plot of 


ground thnt Belgium now hoidn of her 
own ravished country — but entirely 
kutfielent to exemplify and jtmtlfy an- 
other fine French trait, lutenmi prld* 
of accomplishment. 

"Alsace Reconqulse proudly read* 
the sign over a little shop fronting the 
bndly scarred old church In the public 
sqtinrc of Thnnn. Nearly all the old 
signs hnve been changed from Germnn, 
but some have been retained Just for 
souvenirs. In this corner of the "lost 
provinces" there I* no doubt how the 
people stand. ‘ j 

Are the people of France wnr-wearyt 
Yes; so are those of nil Europe. But 
they nre not weary to the point of 
even thinking of giving tip the strug- 
gle, despite, or, rather, because of, the 
fnct that of nil the nllles France's bur- 
dens nnd her sacrifice In blood nnd des- 
olated homes hns been the greatest. 

In n tour of the war zone nnd of the - 
provincial towns behind the lines, from ■ 
the channel to Switzerland, one may 
find everywhere abundant evidence of 
n relentless determination, nmong both 
soldiers nnd hoinefolks, to see the , 
thing through. 

But the predominant sentiment In ! 
France today Is one of Intense grati- 
tude thnt America hns come In to help. 
Any fleeting doubts 11 s to the outcome 
were dispelled With the arrival of th* 
Sammies.

Allied Aviators Perform Sensa- 
tional Speed and Dis- 
tance Feats. 

GO FROM ENGLAND TO ITALY 


Cadorna’a Call for Airplane* and 

Pilot* la Answered by Great 
Britain and France — Few Ac- 
cident* Are Reported. 

Paris. — So ninny speed nnd distance 
records hnve been shattered and set 
nnd then surpassed again by allied 
aviators that it Is doubtful if the best 
performances will ever be straightened 
out and set down on the official books. 

But aviators have been flying from 
points in England and In France to 
the Italian front every day, as the 
British nn<f French war offices have 
outdone themselves In their efforts to 
re-enforce the French aviation serv- 
ice. Pilots just breveted — and there 
were a certain number of Americans 
umong them — soared Into the air, and 
following the loud of an Instructor 
or some veteran aviator, set tlielr 
course for Italy. 

Youths who hud not sat In’ an air- 
plane two months before, duplicated 
the fent of Roland Garros wjilch 
startled the world a few years ago; 
the traversing of the Italian Alps. 
Flights of 400, .'>00 nnd 000 miles with- 
out stop were common occurrences. 
And In all cases the average speed 
maintained wus considerably more 
thnn 100 miles an hour.

quests to the French nnd British was 
for re-enforccments In airplanes nnd 
pilots. The Germans had assembled 
several score of their best fighting nnd 
bombarding eacndrilles on the Italian 
front nnd had struck ruddenly In a 
body. In one day the Germnn forma- 
tions had practically clenred the air 
of Italian fighting aircraft, nnd they 
followed up this advantage by s nd- 
big over Into the Itnllan lines squadron 
after squadron of bombing machines. 
Incendiary bombs nnd nerlnl torpe- 
does were rained on the Itnltnn avia- 
tion fields nnd the hangars and Itullun 
aircraft burned together. 

Both the French nnd British general 
staffs realized that without Its "eyes” 
(lie Italian army might wander Into 
traps nnd pitfnlls. And they gnve the 
order at once to re-enforce the Itnllnn 
aviation service with their own es- 
cndrillcs. The order went out to nil 
the aviation camps nnd schools In 
Englniul and France. Within a few 
hours the orders were being executed. 

Pilots having passed tlielr brevets 
wore mustered out on the fields. They 
were told to wear two leather and rub- 
ber union suits lnstend of the single 
garment they usually wear. The gaso- 
line tanks were filled and they were 
Instructed to follow the leader. Then 
they soared off in long coveys, all 
headed toward the Italian Alps. 

Cover Vast Territory. 

Some of the British mnehines went 
clear across England, traversed the 
chnnnel. then soared over France nnd 
scnlcd the Alps nnd pfocoeded straight 
on to the Tagliamento Hue without 
ever descending. French machines 
llcw from remote corners of the re- 
public dver the groat mountain range 
and across the plains of Lombardy to 
Udine, nrrlving there before the Ital- 
ians were forced to retreut from that 
strategic railway center. 

I may not even vuguely Indicate the 
number of airplanes thut wore sent 
from France nnd England, hut 1 can 
state that the number of accidents was 
as low ns the average totul for a day 
at any of the big aviation schools. 

Gold Nuggets Worth $1,155. 

Coffee Creek, Cal. — Three gold nug- 
gets, with u total valuation of $1,155, 
were portions of a cleanup uinde re- 
cently by Patrick Holland in his placer 
mine near here. One of the nuggets 
was valued at $(100, another $400 and 
the third $155. These are the largest 
nuggets found In the county for sev- 
eral years. The remainder of the 
cleanup, which amounted to $ 000 , wus 
In small gold, several pieces of which 
were valued at $5 each.

ALL BRITONS TO “DO IHEHf 


Government Begins Final “Comb 
Out” for Men to Swell 
Military Ranks. 

WOMEN MUST DO SHARE 


Those Unable to Fight Are Called for 

Other Necessary. Service — Econ- 
omy of Effort, Expense and 
Material Demanded. 

London. — With 5,000,000 men Iu uni- 
form, nnd with other millions, both 
men and women, enguged In occupa- 
tions hardly less directly concerned 
with the war’s prosecution, England 
Is organizing one more “comb ioiit” to 
find men for military service, and both 
men and women for other essential 
employments. The appeal for men to 
don uniforms and for workers Is ac- 
companied by u renewed insistence 
upon the utmost economy of every ef- 
forjjkexpense and material. Economy 
Is 2% watchword of the new nntionut 
eetjrJcp campaign under the direction 
of Sir Auckland Geddes, minister of 
national service. 

“Wontnn's clothes nre the grave of 
nn enormous uinount of human ener- 
gy,” he snid. “New Ipits ulone absorb 
the' work of millions of fingers, and 
whatever effect they may hnve that 
effect certainly does not Include help- 
ing to heat the enemy. 

“If we nre to make the great ef- 
fort that we should muke, if we really 
are going to mnke the greatest effort 
.h our history, our Imagination must 
be quickened to understand the effect 
of our smallest actions. Everywhere, 
In practically every home, we are wast- 
ing something. 1 am sorry to say that 
we hnve great organizations which ex- 
ist to encourage waste." 

Only Necessities of War. 

Sir Auckland insists, the govern- 
ment is beginning to insist, the people 
ure beginning to understand, that con- 
sumption to u great exteut has got to 
stop. The producing enpnelty of the 
country has got to be saved to turn 
out the uhsolute necessaries of life 
and of wur. 

The case is being laid before the 
British people now in the very sim- 
plest terms. Not only Is everybody 
urged to eat the least possible amount 
of food necessary to mnlntuln good 
physical condition hut everybody is 
told that he must wear his clothes 
longer, must be satisfied with putebed 
hoots, must cut down his expenditures 
for every kind of luxury, for amuse- 
ment. 

Hut thnt Is only the beginning. The 
bunds that would have been occupied 
lu muklug the new dress thut my ludy 


Is not going to buy nnd that therefore 
will not he made; the fingers that 
would hnve employed themselves pre- 
paring the confection of a Imt that Is 
going to he forsworn; the skill and 
handicraft that would hnve found oc- 
cupation producing suits of clothes 
that nre not going to be bought or 
worn ; all these must find employment 
of another kind ; employment at pro- 
ducing the things necessary, and ab- 
solutely necessary, to national life and 
national war. 

Domestic Service a Probl m. 

Particular attention Is being given 
to the problems of domestic service, 
which represent Immense wastes of 
human energy. Nowadays a woman Is 
likely to lose Iter social standing If 
she advertises for a servant, especial- 
ly If she mentions In the advertise- 
ment, as many English housewives do, 
that her establishment I based cu the 
butler and three maids model, o the 
butler, houseman and four maids 
model, or something of that sort. For 
her advertisement Is likely to become 
the basis of derisive comment by folks 
who wonder why the butler is not In 
uniform nnd some of the maids ut 
least in a munitions factory. 

While the authorities who nre hunt- 
ing for man power nnd woman power 
Insist that altogether too much of ii 
Is wasted In domestic service, house- 
holders declare that It is becoming 
practically Impossible to get service 
at al*. Moreover, it is likely to con- 
tinue so for a long period, bccntise 
women, young and old, who have 
tasted the satisfaction of that nlore 
Independent existence tliut Is vouch- 
safed to other workers nrq almost 
without exception determined thut they 
will never go hack Into domestic serv- 
ice. 

Here Is the formula for the mobili- 
zation of national man power ami na- 
tional financial resources: Discharge 
your servants and see that they get 
enlisted In national service. Save the 
money that you would have paid them 
In wages und buy wur bonds. The 
government will pay that money to 
your former servunts as wages for 
making munitions. The rest of the 
money thut you save by reason of cir- 
cumscribing your dMmcstlc establish- 
ments will he deftly tuken away front 
you by the government through Its In- 
strumentalities of taxutlou und used 
to muintaln the unities in France and 
in almost ull the other quarters of the 
world. Another energy that is being 
tapped is the great class of women 
who have never Imagined thut it was 
part of their life to engage In gainful 
occupation. There are fewer of them 
in England by a good many hundreds 
of thousunds than there were before 
the wur. But there ure still muny of 
them, und the effort Is to enlist them 
for useful service. 


FOR UNIVERSAL DRILL 

National Army at Camp Grant 
Favors Measure. 

Vot* 4,601 to 136 for tho Military 
Training of Ail Boy* of

Rockford, III. — The Eighty-sixth di- 
vision of the Nutiouul unity emphat- 
ically advocates universal military 
training for young men.

There ore many people who are at- 
tracted by the spirit of rough timber 
1 construction In house design. The 
1 style Is one wh.eh has been extenslve- 
j ly used for club houses, summer 
] houses, resorts and other buildings re- 
! qulrfng a suggestion of rustic uppenr- 
! uhce. Its application to house con- 
struction came about In the establish- 
ment of the craftsman-type bungalow. 
| This Is another* example of the adapt- 
ability of the bungalow to n diversity 
of styles In architectural treatment. 

One of the developments which have 
contributed to the success of this use 
of exposed timbers and rough lumber 
Is the perfection of stains which ure 
sufllclently preserving to keep the wood 
In good condition over a long period 
and yet produce a finish which does 
not destroy the natural physical char- 
acteristics of the wood. The style, 
applied In the true sense, conceals 
nothing. The nntural beauty of the 
\\food Is utilized on the exterior as well 
as within the building. Supporting 
members are usually made oversize to 
bring out the desired proportions. 
Straight lines predominate in every 
pnrt of the structure. There are few 
cuts made in any pnrt of the wood- 
work which cunnot be done with an 
ordinary hund saw. The ornamentu- 
, tion is not (elaborate, In the sense that 
; methods are employed to incorporate

the house, to furnish variation with 
the surface of the roof. 

Another possibility in the finish of 
the walls of the building Is found In 
the use of rough beveled siding nr 
clapboards. This siding may he ob- 
tained In various widths and consider- 
able change In appenrnnee is made 
possible by variations In this respect. 
The siding Is stained In the finishing 
process, since the gloss of a paint 
finish Is not appropriate to this style 
of dwelling. The trim on the exterior 
ts likewise finished with a nonglossy 
surface. It Is quite common for the 
trim around windows and doors to he 
finished darker than llie wall surface 
surrounding It, provided this wall sur- 
face is not so dark that fellef Is neces- 
sary In the opposite direction. It Is 
surprising that even n small amount 
of dult-surfnce trim finished quite dark

will seem to brighten a large wall sur- 
face around It, resulting In an nppeur- 
ance which Is pleasing beyond all ex- 
pectations. 

Those people who are only mildly 
enthusiastic about this rustic wood 
house are Inclined to see too much 
dull color lp its external nppeuruuce. 
There are methods of relieving this 
effect If It does not suggest the benu- 
tics of nature's own building material 
and is not pleasing In the fullest sense. 
The easiest of these is in an adjust- 
ment of the number, size and arrange- 
ment of windows. The interior hang- 
ings used on windows may be utilized 
to add the desired touch of color or 
white to the view of the exterior, In 
varying degree ns the adjustment of 
windows just mentioned is developed

“He prepnred." Is (he scout motto, 
and Judging by the way the hoy seonts 
detailed at Port Sheridnn conducted 
themselves, they live up to It. When 
nearly four thousand candidates ar- 
rived at the training camp, the scouts’ 
work had been so thoroughly organised 
and planned that there was no confu- 
sion. Every hoy had received careful 
Instruction In his duties and had been 
required to memorize the correct an- 
swers to some of the more common 
questions of candidates. The hoys 
went on duty nt seven In the morning, 
and many did not leave their posts 
except for meals until nine nt night. 

"From the time the candidates got 
off the trains to the time they were 
Issued their uniforms, they saw scouts, 
asked questions of scouts, and learned 
to depend upon scouts for nearly all 
their Information," said Captain Koe- 
loy. At the rnllway stations all trains 
were met by the hoys and the candi- 
dates were directed to the registration 
office. There other scouts helped to 
keep them In line nnd directed them 
to their companies after they hud been 
assigned. 

Of course, besides these special Jobs, 
the scouts carried on their regular 
work of acting as orderlies at the ad- 
jutant’s office, quartermaster's office, 
office of the senior Instructor, and at 
many of the company headquarters.

Shingles ure an excellent form of 
material to use on the walls of such a 
I buijdiiiiT Present developments huve 
| supplied the home builder with shiu- 
j gles which, by u muuutucturlug proc- 
ess, ure treated with u creusotlng prep- 
aration uud then carefully stained in 
several different colors. The life of 
the shingle is very much extended by 
this process. Shingles so treated ure 
obtainable in sizes lurger than the or- 
iiunry shingle uud may be hud with 
extra heavy butts und extra length so 
that a wide exposure to the weather 


extensively or otherwise. In the same 
line of thought, the sash of the win- 
dows may he finished white, which has 
a very decided brightening effect. The 
third method consists in the proper 
design of und selection of muteriu! for 
the chimneys. There is nearly ulwuys 
un outside chimney In the design of 
such u house. Properly designed and 
built of just the right sort of materials, 
this outside chimney may be made to 
bring into the design all of the bright 
color thut is needed. 

The house shown in the accompany- 
ing perspective view and plun em- 
bodies some of the prlndpul character- 
istics of this style and presents somu 
other Ideas In building that are inter- 
esting. The shlugle-liulshed walls and 
the pergola-fushioned dormer and side 
porch, the lurge rough-finished brick 
chimney luld up In white mortur and 
the attractive casement windows all 
combine to produce un unusuul effect, 
but one that is thoroughly pleasing and 
satisfactory. Souiewhut unusual Is the 
stopping off of the cornice above tbe 
front wall windows. 

The floor plans of this dwelling are 
very interesting. There Is a large llv- 
lug room which is entered from a ves- 
tibule hall at the side entruuce to the 
house. The ceillug of this living room 
Is paneled. The fireplace Is built In 
the side wall neur the forward end of 
the room and a wall seut is carried en- 
tirely ucross the front wall from the 
firepluce to the partition between the 
living room und the librury.

Cut and Dried Rules Bxlst for Guid- 
ance of Housowtfo Who Makoo 

Own Bhooto and Pillow Cases. 

Many women make their own house- 
hold linens, especially bed linens, pre- 
ferring to buy their material by the 
yard and seam It op Into bed size. Bet- 
ter material can thus be afforded for 
the same outlay of money. There are 
some things which the housewife who 
makes her own sheets and pillow cases 
ought to know. First, that a sheet 
should be SO Inches wider than the 
mattress and from 20 to SO Inches long- 
er. This allows for a comfortable tuck- 
ing In all around. Sheet hems should 
be 8 Inches wide at the top and 
1 at the bottom. Pillow cases are 
one yard long and 1% Inches wider 
than the pillow. Hems of pillow cases 
should be 2 to 2% Inches deep. Cen- 
tral seams In a pillow case should be 
finished with a flat bem on the right 
side. This kind of a hem not only 
looks better, hut wears and Irons bet- 
ter than a French seam. 

Table linen has a more or less cut 
and dried rule for size, too. A doth 
should hung not more than IS Inches at 
the sides. Dinner-size napklus run 
about 27 by 27 Inches. Breakfast or 
Informal meals require a 22-inch doth, 
and luncheon nupklus vary from 12 u> 

15 Inches square. 

In towels a certain amount of labor 
Is caved if a scale of sizes is followed. 
Thus for guest towels it le well to 
know that the standard size Is about 

16 or 16 by 24 inches ; face towel* 22 
or 24 by 40 inches ; bath toweia (Tvfc- 
lab).

Throughout the Bast the sacred Ag 
tree or peepul tree Is held In great 
veneration by the Buddhists and Hin- 
dus. The latter say that the birth of 
Vishnu, one of their deities, took place 
beneath Its branches. 

It Is a vary handsome tree, grow. 
Ing often to a great height; an ever- 
green that flowers In April, and yields, 
on the hark being cut, a sourish milk 
containing India rubber. The leaver 
are heart-shaped, long, pointed, and 
like those of some poplars, mid ns the 
stalks are long and slender, the leaves 
rustle like those of the aspen. This 
vibration of the leaves, the Buddhist 
fancies, Is caused hy the breath ol 
Gautama, the founder of his faith, for 
It was under this tree Gautama slept 
and dreamed that he was to become 
the Buddha, and when the dream was 
fulfilled he wus again seated beneath 
the same tree. 

It is one of this kind which Is not 
only the oldest tree, but the oldest still 
worshiped In the world. It was plant- 
ed about the year 250 B. C. In the un- 
dent city of Amurndhapoora, in Cey- 
lon, and became known as the Bo 
tree. Its native name Is Jayasrl- 
mahabodl u wuha wal, which means “The 
Great, Famous and Triumphant Fig 
Tree.” 

To Buddhists and Hindus alike the 
most binding oath Is to swear by “the 
sacred and holy Bo tree."
